Churchill Blasts 


Attlee’s Program, 


EDINBURGH, April 30—(CP)— 
Winston Churchill ripped into the 
Labor government's nationalization 
program last night, charging it 
would lead to “an immense decline 
in our standard of living and the 
final and fatal loss of our world 
position”. 

IN HIS ONLY REFERENCE to 
foreign affairs, the wartime prime 
minister said his Conservative 
party supported Foreign Secretary 
Bevin’s “open and manly antagon- 
ism of international communism a 
home and abfoad”. 

Mr. Churchill, speaking at a 
Scottish Unionist (Conservative) 
rally, blasted Prime Minister Att- 


lee’s plans for nationalization of| 


communications, iron and steel and 
other major industries. He asserted 
that Britain would be on the “short 
road” to economic collapse if “Uto- 
pian socialist schemes” were per- 
mitted to interfere with “the well 
established processes of free enter- 
prise”. 

He charged the government with 
six specific administrative failures: 

1, Tardy demobilization and de- 
Jay in reaching post-war defence 
standards; 

2. Increased lush and lavish ex- 
penditure; . 

3. Failure to allow production of 
consumer goods in sufficient quan- 
tities; 

4. Failure of the housing pro- 
gram; 

5. Disturbance and enfeeblement 
of industry and enterprise through

‘to the provinces a plan under 
|which health measures and old age 
| pensions would be financed by an 
additional tax of from three to 
|five per cent on all incomes and a 
poll tax of perhaps $10 to be paid 
|by all persons 16 years and over.” 
TO HAVE SUCH a statement) 


|made outside the conference was) 
“very objectionable,” Mr. Drew) 
jsaid, “It was things like this which | 
\led me to move that this confer- 
ence hold public sessions.” 

The source of the statements was | 
“not left in doubt”. The Toronto} 
Star had used this headline “plan 
no poll tax—Claxton.” 

It didn’t really matter whether 
the statement was made by Mr. 
Claxton “or any other bubbling! 
spring of imagination.” The suc-| 
cess of the conference depended 
on commitments made across the} 
table and in the conferees not try- 
ing to convey impressions outside 
“that things said in here were in- 
correct.” 

MR. DREW SAID that when the 
Dominion set out her health pro- 
posals last August “it was made 
perfectly clear that health meas- 
ures, old age pensions end other 
sécial security measures put for- 
ward as desirable would not be 
financed out of exchanged taxes 
but by an additional tax of a differ- 
ent kind.” q 

Two types had since been indi- 
cated. First that the Dominion 
would impose a new income tax 
on all people of from three to 
five per cent on all income. This 
depended, too, on the provinces 
imposing a new tax suggested by 
the Dominion “as a poll tax al- 
though under a different name.” 

“A registration fee on an annual 
basis is a poll tax and it was so 
described in the co-ordinating com- 
mittee.” Mr. Drew said, 

“WHEN THIS ‘SOURCE’ tells 
the public a poll tax was not dis- 
cussed by this conference I say 
that is not true. Mr. Claxton dis- 
cussed this in November and again 
in January.” A 

Replying, Mr. Claxton said any- 
one who had studied social security 
measures in other countries would 
“naturally. expect” them to be 
financed by contributions of the 
citizens. 

“The means were not expressly 
indicated,” 

There had been “no doubt” about 
‘these proposals from the start. 

TURNING TO “remarks ascribed 
to me,” Mr. Claxton said that fol- 
lowing the session yesterday morn- 
ing when Mr. Drew spoke “there 
did appear in the press a number 
of statements and headlines that 
were misleading.” 

“No one here is responsible,” he 
said, 

“As a consequence, I was asked if 
it was true that part of the Domin- 
ion plan was that a poll tax of $10 
Le initiated ... I told the press that 
the matter should be dealt with in 
the conference.”

other revenies, The federal offer 
not to increase taxes in those fields 
during the term of a_ three-year 
agreement did not go far enough. 

WITHOUT NAMING any per 
capita figure which would be 
acceptable to British Columbia, Mr. 
Hart gave these five conditions as | 
the desirable basis for any finan- 
cial arrangements:

1°The arrangement should be 
capable of implementation without | 
amendment to the British North | 
America Act. 

2. In any transfer of provincial 
tax fields to the Dominion the com- 
pensation to be paid to a province 
in any year should never be less 
than the field which the affected | 
provincial taxes would have pro-| 
duced, if they had been levied by 
that province, at the tax rates in 
force when the arrangement was 
signed, or when the province last 
collected the tax. 

3. That any financial arrange- 
ment should provide for a thorough 
review of the agreement, and its 
possible amendment or cancella- 
tion at the end of three years. 

4,.. THAT WHERE financial trans- 
fers from the Dominion to the 
provinces are provided, the pay- 
ments should be determined by an 
objective formula which may be 
applied to any or all provinces. 

5. That where financial trans- 
fers from the Dominion to the 
provinces are concerned, wherever 
necessary, suitable arrangements 
should be made to compensate for 
variations in the price-level and 
changes in the population. 

He felt that existing statutory 
subsidies should be left untouched 
in any general readjustment. 

There were claims that British 
Columbia would obtain favored 
treatment under the proposed 
federal subsidies as modified last 
January when the Dominion of- 
fered to boost its per capita sub- 
sidy from $12 to $15. 

THE CHANGE. in the offer 
would improve British Columbia’s| 
position by only $3,900,000. Mean- 
time, Ontario and Quebec would 
enjoy improvements of $20,200,000 
and $24,700,000, respectvely. 

Mr. Hart said British Columbia 
would have to appropriate $5,550,- 
000 from former revenue surpluses 
to offset a deficit on current in- 
come in the present fiscal year. 
This would be necessary without 
taking into consideration the 
capital expenditures the province! 
would be called upon to bear, 

“It is obvious .. , that ample 
revenues must be constantly at the 
disposal of provincial governments 
and that the source of these rev- 
enues be elastic enough to meet 
all contingencies,” said Mr. Hart. 

“IT IS REALIZED, of course, 
that there are areas in the dom- 
inion which do not enjoy the bal- 
anced economy others do, or which 
do not possess a wealth of natural 
resources sufficient to provide 
fully for services in a manner 
comparable to their more fortun- 
ate neighbors. It is our opinion 
that these areas merit special con- 
sideration. 

“Whenever their services fall be- 
low a level compatible with proper 
national standards, adequate {fiscal 
relief should be extended by the 
dominion. The measure of that 
relief should be determined by that 
authority.” 

DEALING WITH THE federal 
social security proposals, Mr, Hart 
said the provinces could not raise 
their share of the cost through 
any system of registrations. He felt 
a contributory national old age 
pensions plan should be brought 
into force to remove the weak- 
nesses in the present esystem. 

While British Columbia was pre- 
pared to co-operate with the Do- 
minion in the timing and carrying 
out of public projects to provide 
employment, it felt the Dominion 
should be prepared to assume the

War Veterans in TCA 


The question as to what extent civil avia- | 
dion in Canada will employ wartime fliers is | 


partly answered in the annual report of 
TCA tabled in the House of Commons a few

While the repeal bill was passing through 
its final stages, the attorney-general offered 
a clarification of its intent which should be 
of interest to every civil servant, not only in 
Britain, but in this country as well. 

He pointed out that the civil servant’s 
loyalty primarily belonged to the state. That 
| had always been so, he said, and would con- 
| tinue now even when civil servants were free 

to join such bodies as the Trade Union Con- 
| gress. 

“The Labor party’s view”, he declared, 
“is that civil servants’ loyalty is not in- 
creased by imposing penal restrictions on 
their liberty, but by giving them the same 
| rights as other citizens in their political and 
industrial affiliations”’. 

Speaking of general strikes, the attorney- 
general said that the law in the United King- 
dom is still adequate to deal with any so- 
| called “revolutionary strike’. That was still 
| illegal. Also violence against or intimidation 
| of \ aaeae refusing to strike remained ille- 
ga 


“Peaceful picketing” to persuade or im- 
| part information was permissible, but the 
| key word was “peaceful”. To follow anyone 
about persistently from place to place or to 
watch or beset his house or place of work 
remained a criminal offence. 

No one, he pointed out, was obliged to 
subscribe to political party funds because he 
was a trade unionist. Anyone who objected 
had merely to fill up a form to obtain com- 
plete and permanent exemption without giv- 
ing reasons. And unions had to ballot on 
whether or not they would have a political 
fund to assist the Labor party.

A staff of five 
experts visiting that town last week 
from the Dominion income tax 
branch for nine days heard the 
vehement complaints of farmers on 
{the question of making returns. 

Only about two per cent of seed- 
ing has been done in the Wetas- 
kiwin area, with a small amount of 
grain currently being marketed, 
Holden district reported spring 
work barely underway with wheat 
seeding expected to be general this 
week. Wheat acreage has been in- 
|creased 15 per cent with no change 
|in forage crop acreages, Ample 
seed supplies of first class quality 
lare reported. 

SEEDING OF BARLEY has 
started at Ponoka, Apart from 
wheat, which shows an increase, 
acreages remain about the same as 
last year.

At Whitecourt, spring work has 
been carried on for the last ten 
days, with soil conditions regarded 
as generally good and soil surface 
drying fast. Seeding was expected 
to start this week, with an antici- 
pated 25 per cent swing from bar- 
ley to wheat. Seed grain of all 
|kinds is reported scarce, indicating 
the possibility that acreage of sum- 
mer fallow will increase. 

OF 24 FARMERS interviewed 
during the week-end at Vermilio: 
/only one had sown any crops, mop 
lof them declared the ground was 
| still too wet from the winter's ‘ex- 
|ceptionally heavy snow. As a re- 
| sult, wheat acreage will be cut be- 
cause of the short season. Forage 
crops are expected to increase with 
summer fallow about average. Seed 
barley and potatoes afte scare in 
the district, while wheat, eats and 
grass sced is abundant. 

Most of the farmers in the Stony 
Plain area are on the land but 


are said to be ideal for a good crop 
this year with about the same per- 
centage of wheat and coarse grains 
being seeded as last year. 

MOISTURE CONDITIONS are 
described as ideal in the Peace Riv- 
er country, Winter wheat is expect- 
ed to show an increase of 10 to 15 
per cent with a possible 10 per 
cent increase in spring wheat, Oats 
and barley will run about the same 
as last year, with alfalfa and 
clover acreage expecied to increase. 

Seed grains of all kinds are avail- 
able in that area, and present in- 
dications are that if crop condi- 
tions prove favorable, farmers will 
store on their farms the entire erop, 
except where immediate eash is 
needed,
